BOMBING OF GREEK 
AERODROMES 


The Royal Air Force heavy bombers 
kept up a night-long pounding of 
German-occupied aerodromes in Greece 
whence the main German invasion 
forces take off, hoping to cripple the 
further despatch of air-borne troops, 
and cut off those still to be rounded 
up in the island from supplies and 
support. Mr. Churchill yesterday 
carried on the story of the fighting 
from the point where he left off on 
Tuesday night. He told the House 
that two hours after about 3,000 para- 
chutists had been dropped most of 
them had been accounted for. Man 
troop-ca rrying junkers crashed on Jand- 
ing. Others were shot down before 
they could land. 

Further air-borne attacks on the 
Suda Bay area began in the afternoon 
of Tuesday, and later in the Heraclion 
and Retimo areas. Stukas and Messer- 
schmitts tried to force a way for the 
glider-troops and parachutists. The 
attacks continued till dusk. 

An explanation was given in authori- 
tative quarters in London yesterday 
of what is meant by the situation 
being in hand.

The infantry regiments are armed 
with rifles, machine-guns, and seventy- 
five millimetre infantry guns.

CAPTURED ALIVE 
It is understood that some of the

There is every reason to believe that 
large numbers of the German troops 
were captured alive, it was stated. 

According to a report reaching Mr.

One commentator declared that the 
Germans would learn valuable lessons 
in Crete on how to invade an island ;

would learn an even more valuable 
lesson on how to repel the invader. 

While the authorities here were un- 
able to give any estimate of the losses 
suffered by the Germans in their in- 
vasion of Crete, it was believed to-day 
that at least 1,000 German parachutists 
had been either killed or captured in 
the first day’s operations. 

. British: sources stated that: two 
German airmen shot down off Crete and 
rescued by a Greek fishing smack on 
May 16 told the skipper that Crete 
would be attacked within 48 hours. 
When they reached the shore they 
denied having said this. 


GERMAN CLAIM 


A German spokesman in Berlin said 
that a “stronger force’’ of German 
parachutists landed in Crete on Tues- 
day and claimed that they had occu- 
pied several points of ‘‘ strategic and 
tactical importance.” The parachutists, 
he said, had landed in clusters near 
the spots they had been directed to 
occupy, following ‘‘extremely heavy 
attacks ’’ by dive-bombers. He empha- 
sised that there was still no official 
German announcement nor any 
authorised disclosure of the results of 
the attack on Crete. 

It was denied earlier to-day that th. 
German parachutists wore New Zea- 
land battle dress. Any illegal treat- 
ment of them, said a spokesman, would 
meet with ‘stern reprisals.’’

REPORTED ORDER 
FROM BERLIN

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


Germany’s newest move to-day in 
requesting foreign representatives to 
Jeave Paris injected a complicating 
note into Franco-American relations. 

The United States, however, was 
understood in informed circles to be 
standing on the four-point thesis which 
Mr. Cordell Hull, Secretary of State, 
was believed to have submitted to the 
French Ambassador, M. Haye. 

This was— 

Firstly, that the United States con- 
sidered that the pro-Hitler elements 
were at present in control at Vichy, and 
that all nations were satisfied that 
Vichy under German compulsion had 
gone beyond the Armistice terms, 

Secondly, that if such an impression 
was wrong, Vichy should correct it in 
some satisfactory way. 

Thirdly, that no satisfactory rela- 
tions could exist between France and 
peaceful nations so long as this general 
impression of the coalescing of French 
German relations continued to 
exist. 

Fourthly, that adherence to 
Armistice terms was not only fair to 
Germany, but was in the best interests 
of France, and the peaceful nations of 
the world.

NORTHERN PREMIER 
TO GO TO LONDON 


From Our CornRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 


A MEETING of the Northern 

Ireland Cabinet was held 
at Stormont this afternoon to 
consider the proposal to extend 
conscription to Northern 
Ireland. The meeting lasted 
almost two hours, but no state- 
ment was issued. 

It is understood, however, that the 
Cabinet is in favour of the proposal 
that Northern Ireland 
brought into line with Great Britain, 
and that it is now in touch with the 
British Government on the subject. 


PREMIER FOR LONDON 


Mr. J. M. Andrews, the Premier, 
is expected to go to London to see 
Mr. Churchill at the end of the week. 

The Northern Government is anxious 
to have behind it in its discussions 
with the British Government the whole 
of the Ulster Unionist Party. A meet- 
ing of the Ulster Unionist Council, 
therefore, has been called for Friday 
next in Belfast to discuss the present 
position.

Mr. de Valera at that time 
objected on behalf of the Nationalists 
in Northern Ireland. 

The late Lord Craigavon, Prime 
Minister of Northern Ireland, after dis- 
cussions with Ministers in London, said 
that the Government of Northern 
Ireland wished for compulsory military 
service, but he left the matter to be 
decided by the British Government.

EVACUEES 


EXPLANATION OF A 
MISUNDERSTANDING 


The officer in charge of the evacua- 
tion scheme in Dublin has issued a 
statement in which he deals with a 
misunderstanding as to the number of 
people to be accommodated in recep- 
tion areas, which arose from the fact 
that when the survey was undertaken 
in the first instance the Government's 
aim was to ascertain the accommoda- 
tion available in every district of the 
reception areas. 

A calculation was made on the basis 
of one and a half persons to each 
room, and, on those figures, Meath 
would appear to be required to accom- 
modate 357,000 persons. The impres- 
sion’ was “created that that number 
would-be sent to Meath. 

Such was not the case, Mr. Egan 
says. It had been found as a result 
of the survey that, on the assumption 
that there was 100 per cent. evacua- 
tion from Dublin there would be con- 
siderably more accommodation than 
would-be actually required. 

Unless the situation in the city 
became so bad that the lives of the 
people were endangered, the Govern- 
ment would not embark on the scheme 
which would involve an expenditure of 
£2,500,000 annnally. The scheme was 
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voluntary.

France and Germany 


The precise nature of the new relations 
that have been established between France 
and Germany has not yet been disclosed ; 
but nobody doubts that new relations have 
been established, and that the ‘‘ collabora- 
tion”’ which the Germans have been seek- 
ing has become more or less an 
accomplished fact. According to the 
latest reports, all foreign Powers have 
been requested by the German Govern- 
ment to withdraw their representatives 
from Paris before June 10th. This request 
was conveyed yesterday in Berlin to all 
Ambassadors and Ministers in the German 
capital, and it seems to dispose, once and 
for all, of the rumour that Paris was 
about to be evacuated by the Germans and 
handed back to the French Government. 
Whether or not there will be any change 
in the position regarding the occupied and 
unoccupied areas remains to be seen, but 
at the moment there seems to be no par- 
ticular reason to believe that any 
appreciable concession will be made by the 
Germans, at any rate, in respect of 
territory. The whole situation between 
France and Germany, to say the least of 
it, is unusual. Last June the French 
Government, having sued for an armistice, 
made what amounted to an unconditional 
capitulation. If the Germans had so 
chosen, they might have occupied the 
whole of metropolitan France, or, at least, 
have permitted the Italians to occupy 
those parts of the country which they 
themselves did not wish to garrison. In 
fact, Herr Hitler and his generals con- 
tented with the military 
occupation of little more than half of 
France. The Italians were given virtually 
nothing; and the French Government, 
with its headquarters at Vichy, was left 
in control—even if it was purely nominal 
control—of what remained. Under the 
terms of the armistice, the French Govern- 
ment retained control of the Mediterranean 
ports, as as of the French Fleet. 
France's Colonial possessions were left 
intact ; and there seemed to be reason for 
the belief that, if the French Government 
should show itself prepared to collaborate 
with the Germans, Herr Hitler would 
content himself in the proposed peace 
treaty with the annexation of Alsace- 
Lorraine, and certain other frontier adjust- 
ments of minor importance, leaving France 
otherwise more or less as she was at the 
outbreak of war. It hardly is surprising, 
in these circumstances, that a number of 
prominent Frenchmen should have been 
found. to advocate a complete reversal of 
France’s pre-war policy, and a rapproche- 
ment with Germany. Great Britain’s 
attitude towards the Vichy Administration 
encouraged this movement, especially when 
the French Fleet was attacked at Mers-el- 
Kebir, and, while Marshal Pétain himself 
insisted from the outset that political 
collaboration with Germany must be kept 
the four corners of the

strictly within 
armistice terms, several of his co-adjutors 
—notably, Admiral Darlan, formerly chief 
of the French Navy—turned completely 
against the British, becoming open 
advocates of France's voluntary sub- 
mission to the ‘‘New Order’’ in Europe, 
and relying on German generosity for a 
fair deal. 

A fortnight has passed since Admiral] 
Darlan visited Herr Hitler at Berchtes- 
gaden, where some form of modus vivendi 
seems to have been arranged. Shortly 
afterwards it was announced by the British 
that the Germans had been given per- 
mission by the French Government to use 
aerodromes in Syria to facilitate their 
proposed offensive against Egypt, and the 
appearance in Iraq of German aircraft 
gave colour to this report. The British 
bombed various Syrian airfields, claiming 
the destruction of a certain number of 
German machines, which, according to the 
Syrian Government, had made forced 
landings on Syrian soil. Now that the 
attempted invasion of Crete by the 
against Great Britain in the Eastern 
Mediterranean, the position of Syria 
assumes fresh importance. Has the 
French Government agreed to allow the 
Germans to operate from Syrian aero- 
dromes or has it not? So far no really 
authoritative statement has been forth- 
coming from French sources; but Mr. 
Winston Churchill’s assertion in the 
British House of Commons was very 
positive. It seems also that the Govern- 
ment of the United States takes the view 
that there has been a change of policy in 
Vichy. Mr. Cordell Hull, President 
Roosevelt's Secretary of State, has declared 
that, in the opinion of the American 
Government, France has gone beyond the 
terms of the armistice, and has invited 
Vichy to correct this impression if it is 
wrong. He also has informed Marshal 
Pétain’s Government that there can be 
no satisfactory relations between France 
and the United States until the whole 
position shall have been clarified. Jt is a 
matter of the highest importance to every- 
body. There seems to be small doubt 
now that, whatever may be Herr 


Britain, he intends to make a dete 
effort to drive the British out 

Mediterranean. To that end the Get 
must try to close not only the Suez Vanal, 
but also the Straits of Gibraltar; and 
France occupies strategic positions at both 
ends of the Middle Sea. If it should be 
true- that Admiral Darlan and his 
colleagues have agreed to allow the 
Germans to use Syrian airfields, is it not 
also possible that they will agree to the 
free passage of German troops through 
occupied France to Spain? At the moment 
French policy in this respect is wholly a 
matter of conjecture. Everybody knows 
that the Germans can send their forces to 
Spain without Vichy’s permission—they 
could occupy the whole of France to- 
morrow if they pleased. Furthermore, 
they are in a position to attack Syria, as 
they have attacked Crete, and, while the 
local garrison “is reasonably strong 
numerically, its supplies of arms and 
munitions of war are strictly limited. 


Nevertheless, there is a vast difference 
between French submission to force

majeure and voluntary acquiescence in 
Germany’s offensive against France’s 
former allies, All the friends of France 
appreciate the tortures of mind through 
which her present rulers must be passing ; 
and their position is such that nobody can 
either help or advise them.

Town versus Country 


The battle of the times—‘‘ summer time '' 
versus “ God’s time ’’—has derived a new 
impetus from the presence of new com- 
batants. Yesterday Senator Eamon Lynch, 
giving evidence on behalf of the Irish 
Trades Union Congress before the Summer 
Time Commission, claimed that the 211,214 
workers whom he represented were in 
favour of “summer time.” Since its 
inauguration there had been a marked 
improvement in their health, thanks to 
the greater amount of fresh air and sun- 
shine that it permitted them to enjoy. 
In fact, the battle seems to have resolved 
itself into an open contest between 
industry and agriculture, between town, 
as it were, and country. The farmers’ 
representatives do not like “ summer 
time,” and, according to Mr. Stephen 
Rynne, secretary of the Kildare branch 
of the Irish Farmers’ Federation, 95 per 
cent. of them ignore it. Their arguments 
are by no means negligible; in practice, 
the hours of labour on the farm are 
dictated by the sun, and are the result 
of thousands of years’ experience. Work 
cannot begin until the dew is off the grass ; 
if a farm-hand, in consequence of the 
artificial change in the hour, is brought 
on duty before that time, he must hang 
around doing nothing until the rising 
warmth permits a start; and thus the 
farmer loses an hour at the beginning of 
the day—which, however, he is not 
allowed to recover at its close. It is not 
a matter of local perversity—‘‘ Hibernian 
cussedness ’’: the farmers of England and 
other countries protest against the ad- 
vanced hour with all the vehemence of 
their Irish confréres, and for precisely the 
same reasons. Between country, therefore, 
and town—as represented by the T.U.C.’s 
211.214 members, and goodness knows how 
many other city-dwellers—a great gulf is 
fixed; and, frankly, we do not envy 
Professor Smiddy and his colleagues of 
the Commission. The arguments on both 
sides are extremely formidable. In fair- 
ness to the “country ” faction, it must 
be mentioned that many town-dwellers are 
more or less frankiy in league with them; 
there are, indeed, those who claim that 
the advanced hour is as injurious to the 
school-children’s health as it appears to 
be beneficial to that of Senator Lynch’s 
211.214 stalwarts. Few questions have 
been debated with so much passion during 
the past twenty years, and, to all appear- 
ances, we are no nearer a compromise than 
ever. One would think a compromise easy 
enough, in view of Mr. Rynne’s assurance 
—which is certainly based on fact—that 
very few farmers pay any attention to the 
‘‘new time.” Cannot the farmer keep 
‘old time’’ and the townsman ‘‘ summ@ 
time,” leaving it to elementary mathe- 
matics to effect a reconciliation wherever 
reconciliation might become necessary? 
Mr. J. C. M. Eason says “‘No’’; yet we 
venture to suggest that the experiment 
never has received a trial. They must 
have reached a solution of some sort in 
Great Britain, where the problem is com- 
plicated by the fact that the clock is not 
one hour, but two hours, ahead of the 
sun, and where the need of agricultural 
production is at least as insistent, in war- 
time conditions, as the claims of “ day- 
light saving.”’ Perhaps, the best solution 
of all will be to do nothing: to keep 
‘‘ summer time ” upon the Statute Book, 
and to let the farmers do what they please 
about it. So everybody will be equally 
unhappy, and the Commission need not 
over-strain itself to think out a report 
which, in any event, probably never will 
be published, and, even if published, never 
will have its recommendations carried into 
effect. 


A Long Smoke 


In these days, when the heavy smokers 
of the country all are trying to make one 
cigarette do the work of two, or to eke 
out a “fill ” of tobacco so as to make it 
last as long as possible, the news of a 
pipe-smoking contest in Vancouver will 
come as a pleasant surprise.. According to 
a report from that part of the world, 
Mr. A. H. Freemantle, who claims the 
world’s record for sustained pipe-smoking, 
has managed to keep his pipe alight for 
one hour and fifty-seven minutes. At first 
sight one pictures Mr. Freemantle smoking 
some immense form of hookah which would 
contain at least several ounces of tobacco. 
Mr. Freemantle’s pipe, however, was a 
fifteen-year-old briar of the most ordinary 
kind, and held only about one-eighth of 
an ounce of tobacco. Accordingly, one 
ounce of tobacco would last Mr. Free- 
mantle exactly fifteen hours and thirty-six 
minutes of solid smoking. At this rate, 
smoking—even with tobacco costing about 
one shilling and sixpence an ounce— 
would become a comparatively inexpensive 
pastime; for it would cost only slightly 
more than one penny an hour. To the 
normal pipe-smoker this feat seems to be 
almost impossible; to the beginner it must 
seem to be beyond all belief. The average 
beginner usually requires the complete 
contents of at least one box of matches 
before he succeeds in lighting his pipe at 
all, and even then it is only with the 


keep it alight between one “pull” and 
the next. The average pipe enthusiast, as 
a rule, manages to obtain about a quarter 
of an hour’s enjoyment from each “ fill,” 
but few people would believe it possible 
to make one “fill” last for almost two 
hours. The feat, however, has been dona, 
and therefore can be done again; at any 
rate, it is not impossible. Whether Mr. 
Freemantle achieves such results by a trick 
of technique, or whether he treats both 
pipe and tobacco in some way beforehand, 
is hard to say; if he entezed for a com- 
petition, it is logical to suppose that all 
precautions were taken to see that his pipe 
was not specially prepared. It must ol 


greatest of difficulty that he manages to} 


mantle’s phenomenal success is practice, 
combined with technique, and consequently 


attain, if not the same result, at any. 
rate something closely approximating it. 
Possible though it may be, we hesitate to 
advise Irishmen to practise sustained 
smoking on account of the dire effects it 
would have on the country’s revenue. If 
it is possible to keep a pipe alight for four 
times its normal span, however, it should 
be possible, by practice, to keep the homes 
fires burning, at any rate, twice or three 


times as long as usual.

When I read that 20 millions of tons 
must be cut to yield three million tons of 
fuel, I was tempted to sus one of 
those typographical slips which sometimes 
creep into hurried reports. . 

en I recalled the almost incredible 
fact that milk actually contains a higher 
proportion of solids than peat as it lies 
in the average bog. In the technician's 
jargon, the ‘‘anhydrous’’ constituent of 
milk is about 12 per cent., while the Bog 
of Allen seldom gets up to 10 per cent! 

Which is to say that of every 100 tons 
of bog peat 90 tons are water. 


Thirty Million Tons 


Remembering that the Government's 
acoso calls for fuel to contain not 
more than 30 per cent. of moisture, I set 
out to check Mr. Ryan’s figures, only to 
find myself mixed up in a series of hope- 
lessly complicated equations. If 60 of the 
90 tons of water in each 100 tons of bog 
turf were extracted, would not 30 per cent. 
of moisture remain? 

Obviously not, because the result would 
be 10 tons of solids and 30 tons of 
water. 

So I sought out a friend who knows 
something about quadratics and quite a 
lot about peat. Here is his answer to my 
questions : 

If 85 tons of each 90 tons of water con- 
tained in 100 tons of bog turf is evaporated. 
what remains will be 10 tons of solid 
matter and five tons of water—or just 
about the Government’s standard of 350 
per cent. moisture. 

But—my friend added—a further allow- 
ance of 15 or 20 per cent. must be made 
for wastage in handling and transport. 
‘If Mr. Ryan had put his figure at 30 
million instead of 20 million tons he would 
have been nearer to the mark.”’ 

So the job of producing that extra three 
million tons is even bigger than Mr. Ryan 
led us to believe!

Grand team work by the principals was the 
feature of last night’s production 
of *‘ La Boheme’”’ by the Dublin Grand Opera 
Company at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, and 
unstinted appreciation was accorded by an 
audience that filled the theatre to averflowing.

Crete 

Now that Crete has come into the news 
again with such unexpectedness, it is 
rather interesting to reflect that Crete’s 
first claim to a newspaper headline, as it 
were, caine at the beginning of history, 
or even a little before that, in the age of 
mythology. 

King Minos of Crete had taken Daedalus 
prisoner and was holding him on the 
island. It was from here that Daedalus 
and his son Icarus are reputed to have 
made the first ill-fated attempt to fly, and 
it seems rather ironical that Crete’s 
invasion should come by means of men 
who, like Icarus, appeared from the clouds 
suspended by wings, if not of feathers 
and wax, at least of silk. 

In recent times Crete’s only claim to 
fame lies in the fact that it was the birth- 
place of M. Venizelos. 

Incidentally, it might be mentioned that 
St. Paul, in the Epistle to Titus, remarks 
that the Cretans “are always liars, evil 
beasts, slow bellies.’’ 


Citizenship Sunday 


Last Sunday, the third Sunday in Mar, 
was celebrated in the United States of 
America as Citizenship Sunday. 

The scheme was first born in the mind 
of Dr. R. J. Colbert, of the University of 
Wisconsin, who suggested the training of 
volunteer instructors *o give guidance to 
young people with their first vote. The 
idea ‘‘caught on,” and now organisations 
of young voters exist in the majority of 
States in the Union. They study local 
and national problems from a “ common- 
sense '” point of view—unshackled by any 
party ties—and cast their votes for the 
men who they think will stand for honest 
democratic government. 

On Citizenship Sunday special Services 
are held in the churches, and sermons are 
preached to remind young people who have 
just come of age of their new responsi- 


bilities as fully-fledged citizens of the 
United States.

PROPOSED USE AS 
CHILDREN’S HOSPITAL 


The Dublin Board of Assistance vesterday 
decided to make formal application to the 
Municipal Council to lease the mansion at St. 
Anne's, Clontarf, the Board in turn resolving 
to lease it to a religious community, to be 
selected by the Catholic Archbishop of Dublin 
(Most Rev. Dr. McQuaid), for the establish- 
ment of a children’s hospital. 

Proposing a resolution to that effect, the 
Chairman (Alderman P S. Doyle, T.D.) said 
that he had discussed the project with Dr. 
McQuaid, who was most anxious that the beds 
in the hospital—which would he open to 
people in the district whence patients are now 
admitted to St. Kevin’s Hospital—should be 
retained only for children kasd parents or 
guardians were unable to pay for hospital 
treatment. 

When Mr. F. Burke proposed, and Dr. 
Hannigan, T.D., seconded. an amendment 
seeking to reserve the right of the Board of 
Assistance and of the Corporation to be repre- 
sented on the board of the hospital, Alderman 
Doyle said that he would vote against it, as 
it nullified the principle of the whole proposal. 

Mr. J. E. 8. Condes (Clerk) said that the 
chairman's point was that if the Board was 
to take over the control His Grace would not 
go on with it. 

Dr. Hannigan said that he did not accept 
the Clerk's statement that His Grace would 
not accept any proposal but those that had 
been put before them. Surely it was not un- 
reasonable that, if the funds for the hospital 
were coming from the rates, the representa- 
tives of the ratepayers should have some right 
of supervision. 

The amendment was passed by 4 votes to 3. 

The resolution, as amended, was then 
passed, and Aldermian Doyle remarked: 
‘* You wanted control of it; you are not going 


to get it. You have killed it now.”’

day, Mr. 8. T. O’KELLY, Minister for 
Finance, asked the House to agree to 
a resolution imposing increased Customs 
duties on daily papers. He explained 
that owing to transport and. other 
emergency difficulties, as well as the 
tax at present in existence, the im- 


ported daily newspaper trade had de- 
creased by about 6. per cent. He 
accepted the case made by trustworthy 


representatives of the trade, that if 
the new additional tax were imposed 
the trade would probably be wiped out 
altogether, 

Mr. R. MULCAHY—The two-thirds 
of a penny on imported newspapers 
will still remain, and.the exemption 
will continue to apply to newspapers 
where the number imported is less 
than 1,000. 


A NORTHERN PAPER 


Speaking on the Customs duty on 
non-daily news rs, which was also 
withdrawn, Mr. P. McGILLIGAN said 
that the withdrawal of this tax meant 
that certain papers outside the State 
could be printed at less price than those 
within the State. 

Mr. O’KELLY—The Derry Journal, 
for instance? 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—Yes. 

Mr. O’KELLY—That is so. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—And as well as 
that, that paper gets Government 
advertisements which are refused to 
some papers inside the State. 

Mr. O'KELLY—I am not aware that 
that is so. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—1 can give in- 
stances. I have seen a copy of it 
giving a proclamation by a Minister of 
Northern Ireland proclaiming any 
festivity to commemorate Easter Week, 
and that copy also carried a Govern- 
ment advertisement. It has also carried 
an advertisement that a neutral paper 
would not be allowed to publish. 
That is discrimination made in 
favour of the Derry Journal, and 
against papers which do not share 
the Government views. When taxes 
were put on papers outside the 
State the Derry Journal was allowed 
to escape. The previous tax applied 
to dailies or weeklies, but because this 
paper was published three times a 
week it was allowed to escape. He 
suggested that the Minister should 
equalise tlie position. 

To the resolution imposing the 
excise duty on newspapers, the 
Minister moved an amendment alter- 
ing the date on which the resolution 
— operate from May 26th to July 
th. 


LESS EMPLOYMENT 


. Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE (F.G., Cork) 
said that this tax would possibly inter- 
fere and likely stop the circulation of 
certain of their newspapers, and thus 
mean an increase in unemployment. 
It was unlikely that the tax would 
not materially affect the balance sheets 
of practically all the papers. Would 
the Minister say whether the a/lvan- 
tages to be derived from the increased 
income arising from this tax would 
compensate for the disturbances it was 
likely to create. Was the Minister 
satisfied that the papers could stand 
this additional taxation’ Of the daily 
newspapers circulating in Dublin, two 
were not in a very prosperous condi- 
tion, But these papers were giving 
very considerable employment, and, 
by reason of the imposition of this tax, 
unemployment would assume an even 
worse state of affairs than at the 
moment. 

Professor J. M. O’SULLIVAN 
(F.G., Kerry) said that papers out- 
side the country were getting off 
lighter under this Budget than those 
produced within it. That was an 
extraordinary situation. There were a 
number of papers that would go out of 
existence as a result of this tax; others 
would be crippled, though these might 
be able to carry on. There were still 
some. papers being sold for a penny 
in the country districts, afid the in- 
crease to lid. would considerably 
affect the circulation. Whether the 
Government wanted any circulation of 
opinion in the country at the 
moment was another matter. They 
were taking vigorous measures by 
this tax and by the censorship 
to see there was no circulation of 
opinion through newspapers, but he 
thought it ought to be the business of 
the Government to help in extending 
views at the moment. 


SOME COMPLAINTS 


General MULCAHY said that when- 
ever they looked at a newspaper in the 
present régime they got the impression 
that if there was not a Government 
advertisement staring them in the face 
they would not recognise it for an Irish 
newspaper. There had been complaints 
that weekly and daily newspapers that 
did not subscribe to Govdeament policy 
or criticised the Government, were re- 
fused Government advertisements. 
Large sums of money were spent by 
the Government in advertising, and 
this was evidently an attempt to get 
back a small amount of the money that 
was squandered by the Government on 
advertising if certain newspapers. 
There were papers which had stood 
behind the Army policy, and which, 
because they dared to criticise certain 
Ministers, were refused advertisements 
given to others with smaller circula- 
tions in their counties. Ministers at 
journalists’ dinners told the journalists 
ow important it was for a demo- 
cracy to have a free, sound Press. 
Newspapers were now discredited in 
the public mind as the conveyors of 
important information or of opinion 
on matters of importance in the 
routual economy. he tax was an 
attempt by the Government to stamp 
out public discussion and opinion, and 
he thought they were going too far. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 


Mr. O’KELLY, concluding the de- 
bate, said that Mr. Mulcahy had ex- 
ercised a much more strict censorship 
than anybody in the country. News- 
paper managers had complained after 
the outbreak of the war that the pre- 
sent Government was mean in regard 
to giving advertisements to the papers. 

i be glad to hear oí a way to 
tax the papers published outside the 
country. The earlier tax on these 
newspapers resulted in a loss of 
60 per cent. of the trade of these 
papers, and a new tax would kill the 
trade in Eire. He agreed that this 
tax might mean more unemployment. 
Hardly any tax could avoid such an 
effect. He hoped for £100,000 to 
£120,000 from the tax, and wae 
be happy to get it in a way not caus- 
ing unemployment.

EXCESS SURTAX 


On the resolution dealing with excess 
surtax, Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE (F.G.., 
Cork) said that there should be some 
difference between profits made by a 
business which had expanded by its 
own initiiative and profiteering firms 
and those which were only reaping the 
benefit of the exceptional times.

OF WAGES 


CRITICISM OF POSTAL 
WORKERS 

Jue recent Order of Pes gs 
stabilising wages was criticised b 
Mr, T. 7 Moore (President) in his ot 
dress at the annual conference of the 
Post Office Workers’ Union, which 
opened in Galway yesterday. 

_ Mr. Moore, dealing with the increase 
in the cost of living, said that each 

ise in prices meant severe sacrifices, 
since the shrunken purchasing power 
of their wages did not enable them 
to buy even the limited range of com- 
modities on which the low wage 
standards in the Post Office compelled 
them to subsist. Virtually every com- 
modity used in the household had 
risen in price, but the Government, 
which authorised the increased prices, 
had refused to concede the reasonable 
claim that if prices rose they were 
legitimately entitled to have their 
wages advanced to enable them to 
meet the higher cost of living. 

Owing to the unreasonable attitude 
of the Government in regard to the 
cost of living bonus, the National 
Executive joined with the Civil Service 

ce in legal proceedings to con- 
test the legality of the Government's 
action. The executive, in consultation 
with counsel, was considering the 
juestion of an appeal to the Supreme 
ourt against the judgment. 

In regard to the Emergency Powers 
Order stabilising wages, Mr. Moore 
said that it was represented as a 
remedy for what was described as 
‘the vicious spiral.’’ The viciousness, 
as they saw it, was contained in the 
Order, and the spiral they observed 
was that which kept prices at the pin- 
nacle while wages lagged far behind. 

Welcoming the delegates, the Most 
Rev. Dr, Browne, Bishop of Galway, 
said that the union was an example of 
the defensive strength and unity which 
came from properly organised and 
ee pe administered unjons, and it 

ad all the more right to command 
the esteem and attention of the Irish 
people because it was entirely an Irish 
union. 

Alderman J. F. Costello, Mayor of 
Galway, and Monsignor Hynes, Pre- 
sident, U.C.G., joined in the welcome. 

Supporting a resolution demanding 
that the Government take immediate 
effective steps to control prices of 
essential commodities, Mr. W. Norton, 
T.D., General Secretary, said that the 
present control of prices was a fraud 
and a swindle on the consuming 
public. 

A resolution from Dublin motor 
drivers, which was passed, expressed 
the view that the incremental stages 
of the Post Office staff was an out- 
standing scandal in the Service, and 
instructed the National Executive 
to make representations to have the 
incremental stages reduced, apart from 
any claim for increases in wages. 
Resolutions were also passed calling 
for a five-day week’ and for the estab- 
lishment of a proper arbitration board 
to deal with grievances of postal 
workers.
